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City seeks dam critic 
as consultant on project

Despite emphatic objections 
by a member of the city's water 
commission, the Lompoc City 
Council 
last 
night 
voted 
unanimously 
to 
request 
the 
Santa Ynez Water Conservation 
District to use its consultant in 
compiling a report for the city 
on the Lompoc Dam project. 
Mayor Art Scott made the 
recommendation 
to 
use 
the 
services of Thomas Stetson, 
consultant to the SYWCD, to 
compile a report which would 
enable the city council to reach 
its 
own 
conclusion 
on 
the 
matter 
Ed Rodgers, a member of the 
water commission, called the 
recommendation “ ridiculous!" 


and 
stated 
“ Mr. 
Stetson 
is 
historically against the Lompoc 
Narrows Dam project. " 
Scott said the council need not 
consider Stetson s opinion in the 
m a tte r, 
m erely 
use 
the 
information Stetson compiles on 
water pricing and recreational 
benefits. 
The water commission has 
submitted a recommendation to 
the council that a consultant be 
hired to determine the benefits 
of a dam project to the city. 
Scott said in accordance with 
that 
recom m endation 
and 
inasmuch as a consultant would 
cost the city anywhere trom 
$7,500 to $10,000 or more, he 
suggested using the serv ices ot 
the water district and Stetson 
Scott pointed out that the city 


is part of the district. 
In a letter to other members 
of the city council Scott wrote; 
“ It is necessary for the city to 
establish a pricing policy before 
any 
decision 
can 
be 
made 
concerning 
the 
source 
of 
supplemental 
water. 
Also, 
whatever decision is made will 
affect the city's attitude or 
position 
on 
a 
county 
wide 
pricing policy. That decision has 
only been delayed because of the 
relative high cost of state water 
(at the present tim e »to the user 
and 
the 
consideration 
of 
desalted 
water. 
We 
cannot 
decide that issue unless we 
resolve this one first. 
"We owe it to the taxpayers to 
investigate, evaluate and then 
establish a policy." 


City agrees to continue 
insurance despite big hike 


The city will continue with Blue 
Cross for employe group health 
insurance for another six months 
despite a 20 per cent hike in rates, 
the Lompoc City Council decided 
last night. 


The 
council 
accepted 
the 
recommendation of its insurance 
committee to continue with Blue 
Cross because rate quotes trom 
three other insurance companies 
were not radically different. 
The 
c o m m itte e 
su g g ested , 
however, that the city keep its eve 
on 
a 
new 
company, 
Medic-A id 
Insurance, and if. at the end ot six 
months, 
a change 
is desirable. 
Medic-Aid might be preferable. 
Blue Cross has increased its rates 
20 per cent to $38.32 for a tamily. 
The 
committee 
reported 
that 
Pacific Mutual rates are $36 13 but 
the coverage is not as complete. 
Medic-Aid rates are $36 59 but. as a 
new company are an “ unknown 
q u a n tity " , 
and 
C o n tin en tal 
Assurance rates are $37 37, which is 
not 
considered 
low 
enough 
to 
warrant the expense ot changing 
Irom Blue Cross 


The council did not discuss the 
problem ot a huge increase in the 
city's 
liability 
insurance 
rates 
because the city is waiting tor a 
quote from a third company.

Pay Board wrestles 


with big question 
of retroactive wage 


WASHINGTON (UPIi -T h e Pay 
Board made a tresh attempt today 
to resolve the sensitive question of 
how far to go in granting exceptions 
to 
its 
rule 
against 
permitting 
retroactive collection ot wage in­ 
creases that were blocked by the 
recent freeze. 
The 15-member board convened at 
midmorning to pick up where it left 
off in a long session Tuesday which 
produced no decision 
except a 
refusal 
to go along with labor 
members insistence on permitting 
full retroactive payments. 
The board is under pressure from 
teacher groups to permit payment 
of higher salaries teachers were due 
at the start of the new term, but 
which were blocked in most cases 
when the freeze was imposed by 
President Nixon Aug. 15. prior to 
opening of the fall term. 
Chairman George H. Bolt said the

American prisoners of war and an 
accounting of GIs missing in action 
This was a dilution ot the original

sponsored by Senate Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield, 
which 
would have set next spring as the 
time for total withdrawal, provided 
POWs were released 
Even without a specific time, 
however. Nixon refused to be bound 
by the amendment.

“expresses a judgment about the 
manner

which the American 
involvement in the war should be* 
ended

Nixon added, “ it is 
without binding force or effect; and

Connally gave no encouragement to 
miners hoping tor approval ot the 
full increase.

Communist forces were reported 
converging on Phnom Penh today in 
what captured documents said was 
an effort to seize or isolate the 
capital. The advancing troops were 
under heavy U.S. air attacks which 
have 
killed 
an 
estimated 
200 
Communists. 
While government reinforcements 
poured 
into 
the 
capital, 
four 
Russian-made 
122mm 
rockets 
slammed into Phnom Penh s airport 
today in an apparent Communist 
attempt to sever communications. 
One ot the rockets hit the airfield 
and another wounded four persons. 
A squadron of government tanks 
was sent to the southwest and tresh 
troops were setting up camp on the 
city's outskirts. Some soldiers were 
seen digging fox holes on the lawns 
of the university midway between 
the city center and the airport. 
Intelligence sources said a North 
Vietnamese division seen last week 


moving west trom the Cambodian 
border town of Krek was now 
positioned within a day or two s 
striking distance of Phnom Penh, 
south of Highway 7 
The

another 
unidentified North Vietnamese unit 
was moving towards the capital 
from 
the 
north-northwest 
and 
another, the 52nd Regiment, was 
heading 
north 
trom 
the 
sugar 
refinery town ot Kompong Tram. 20 
miles south of the capital. 
Cambodian field officers directing 
operations at Tuol Leap, only 12 
miles southwest ot the city center, 
said today they had identified their

Frost — that s the worst 
of the bad guys — the real 
thief in the night. If the late 
afternoon is very cold and 
cloudless and still and dry 
look 
o u t. 
W atch 
the 
therm om eter and check the 
w eather map. If there is 
danger of frost take some 
n e c e s s a r y 
p r e c a u tio n s 
against 
the 
freezing 
of 
favorite 
plants 
in 
the 
garden. 
There 
are 
degrees 
of 
freezing, light, heavy and 
killing. P lants can be placed 
into 
several 
classes 
of 
resistance. And there are 
ways 
of 
protecting 
the 
garden from harmful frosts. 
Plants 
are 
lost 
because 
their cells are injured by the 
severe changes which take 
place 
in 
the 
freezing 
process. The drawing out of 
moisture from the cells to 
form ice is quite harmful. 
R a p i d l y 
f a l l i n g 
tem peratures do the most 
harm. 
Some 
precautions 
can be taken. Late evening 
watering will keep some 
w a r m t h 
in 
th e 
a i r . 
Sheltering the tree or plant 
from the next morning s sun 
will prevent some of the 
injury caused by the quick 
thawing of the tissues. Once 
during a frosty period I was 
able to save some beautiful 
double 
p o in s e ttia s 
by 
keeping two old kerosene 
lanterns burning during the 
coldest night-time hours. 
A 
quick 
survey 
on 
a 
snappy 
fall morning will 
disclose that there has been 
a light frost if only the tips 
of the tom ato vines are 
damaged Some hope can be 
held that a w arm period 
may follow and even the 
tender plants will continue 
to produce for some time. If 
there is dam age to limbs do 
not prune away the dead 
parts until you are sure in 
the spring. The rem oval of 
limbs at this tim e will cause 
the plant to send out new 
growth that will be hurt at 
the next frost. 
Many good fall vegetables 
can resist light frosts with 
so m e 
p r o te c tio n 
fro m 


mulches or various kinds ot 
tent-1 ike 
c o v e rs. 
Such 
shelters must not contact 
the plants directly. 
Keep 
these 
hot 
- 
caps 
stored 
nearby and pop them on to 
cover during the cold night 
and remove them during the 
w arm daytime. 
You can 
look forward to continued 
production 
from 
lettuce, 
carrots, 
celery, 
all 
the 
cabbage 
family 
and 
the 
onion family 
Swiss chard 
and 
oth er 
g reen s 
will 
dam age 
little 
from 
light 
frosts if there are w arm 
periods internm ent 
In very cold regions the 
heaving up ot plants caused 
by 
freezing 
and 
thawing 
several 
times 
does 
real 
harm The thawing causes a 
spurt of growth which in 
turn is burned down by the 
next heavy frost. The crown 
som etim es separates from 
the 
roots. 
Under 
such 
conditions 
the crowns ot 
perennials 
should 
have 
loosely supported coverings 
an d 
r e c e n tly 
p la n te d 
annuals should be given a 
thick mulch to protect the 
roots for spring growth The 
mulch 
is 
removed 
after 
freezing weather. 
If the frost will be heavy 
the most valuable tender 
plants can be transplanted 
into containers and moved 
into a sheltered place. Close 
to a south wall, near a pool 
or under wide eaves the 
tem p erature will 
be less 
severe than 
in the open 
garden. 
Besides frosty nights, late 
fall w eather usually brings 
some windy days and som e 
days of pouring rain Long 
branches of some shrubs, 
and tree and shrub roses can 
be cut off to prevent the 
wind from beating the whole 
shrub to pieces. Tubs of 
dw arf lemons or tangerines 
should be moved to shelter 
But, on the other hand, it 
there happens to be no rain 
for long periods the regular 
watering must go on, for 
frost and wind are strongly 
allied 
th ie v e s 
in 
d ry 
conditions. 


Cheery color for 
winter gardens 


If the fall clean-up was 
done properly, the gardener 
should be faced with some 
bare spots in the garden 
Bloomed*out annuals have 
been 
rem oved, 
ce rta in 
Perennials have been cut 
back; 
sum m er 
and 
fall- 
blooming bulbs are dorm ant 
or have been lifted 
There is no lack of color to 
fill the bare spots. Color 
that brightens the winter 
g ard e n 
in 
s p e c ta c u la r 
fashion.

Several bedders will bloom 
in mid-winter and others 
will get your garden off to a 
fast start in late February

These are ideal over newly- 
planted bulbs since they not

Another choice for w inter 
cheer is the Fairv Prim rose 


— which is a border and 
edging plant without many 


rivals. Line a shaded walk 
with these light and airy 


favorites and enjoy their 
lasting spikes of lavender.

UNITED NATIONS, N Y. 
— (NEA) — Are 
President 
Nixon’s forthcoming trips to 
Peking and Moscow really 
necessary? To listen to his 
critics from both ends of the 
political 
s p e c t r u m , 
you 
would think not. 
Conservatives are against 
any sum m it meetings with 
the Communists. They reject 
as a m atter of conviction any 
adjustm ents in U.S. foreign 
policy to suit changing his­ 
torical circum stances. 
Liberals — and especially 
D em ocrats who want to run 
against Mr. Nixon in 1972- 
see the P resident’s journeys 
as political ploys designed to 
get him re-elected. 
Undoubtedly 
t h e re 
are 
enorm ous domestic political 
benefits to be gained from 
sum m it m eetings in Peking 
and Moscow during an elec­ 
tion 
year. 
Mr. 
Nixon 
is 
presenting himself increas­ 
ingly to the Am erican voter 
as a pacesetter in interna­ 
tional affairs. 
The politician who rose to 
prom inence on the wave of 
post 
World 
War 
II 
anti­ 
com m unism 
a p p a r e n t l y 
hopes to go down in history 
books as the president who 
overcam e th e anti-Commu- 
nist trau m a of m any A m eri­ 
cans and launched the na­ 
tion into a new era of realis­ 
tic international politics. 


Nevertheless, it would be 
shortsighted to look at the 
two rounds of sum m it m eet­ 
ings in Peking and Moscow 
from purely partisan polit­ 
ical points of view. 


Mr. Nixon, an old profes­ 
sional in foreign affairs, ob­ 
viously sees the shape of the 
new diplomatic ball gam e 
that is em erging. 
He has 
long been aw are that the 
harsh 
ideological 
struggle 
between Russia and China 
has opened up new possibili­ 
ties to further his policy of 
negotiation not confronta­ 
tion.” 


According to E ast E uro­ 
pean diplomats, the radical 
change 
in C hina’s foreign 
policy over the last y ear is 
causing increasing alarm in 
Moscow The new tactic of 
placing considerations of n a­ 
tion and state above those 
of M arxist-Leninist ideology 
has increased P eking’s in­ 
fluence, particularly in coun­ 
tries 
on 
bad 
term s 
with 
Moscow 


For exam ple, while Russia 
clashed with the Sudan fol­ 
lowing the abortive C om m u­ 
nist coup. China enjoys a m i­ 
cable relations with the Su­ 
dan. As a result Peking's in­ 
fluence on the African con­ 
tinent has increased. 


The diplom atic offensive 
of Mao Tse-tung and P re m ie r 
Chou En-lai against Leonid 
Brezhnev and his men in the 
Kremlin is assum ing global 
proportions and is no longer 
confined to squabbles am ong 
Com m unist nations and p a r­ 
ties. 
China's struggle for influ­ 
ence has moved from the 
periphery of the world politi­ 
cal arena to the very heart 
of the Russian empire- the 
Balkans. 
A recent editorial in Mos­ 
cow ’s P rav d a declared flat­ 
ly that Peking was sparing 
no effort to create a * war 
psychosis” 
in 
Albania 
in 
order to "sow the seeds of 
tension in the B alkans.” The 
forthcom ing visit of P rem ier 
Chou En-iai to Yugoslavia, 
R o m an ia and Albania has 
even given rise to talk in 
Moscow 
of 
a 
Peking-Bel- 
grade-B ucharest-T irana axis. 
P e rh a p s the Russians are 
b e a t i n g 
the 
propaganda 
d ru m s too loudly 
China is 
still a w eak er nation. It ca n ­ 
not becom e in the im m ediate 
future a m ilitary or political 
rival of R ussia in the Bal­ 
k an s of West E u ro p e 
But the K rem lin leaders 
fea r that P e k in g ’s policy is 


eroding 
the 
unity 
of 
the 
"socialist 
com m unity” 
by 
encouraging the E ast E uro­ 
peans to become more na- 
tional-minded and independ­ 
ent of Moscow. 


President Nixon seem s to 
understand and appreciate 
the convulsions in the Com ­ 
munist world. He will go to 
Peking to feel the pulse of 
the mysterious Chinese and 
explore the depth of their 
rift with Russia. The visit 
may even help him to find 
an honorable and realistic 
solution for the Vietnamese 


war. 
The President will then go 
to Moscow in an attem pt to 
assure the K rem lin’s ever- 
suspicious leaders that the 
Washington-Peking 
rappro­ 
chem ent is not an American- 
Chinese 
coalition 
directed 
against Russia. This has long 
been a nagging concern of 
the Soviet leaders. 
There is no guarantee, un­ 
fortunately, that the P resi­ 
dent’s sum m it trips will re ­ 
sult 
in 
m ajor

division of G erm any. They 
also seek the W est’s recogni­ 
tion of East Europe as a 
Soviet sphere of influence. 
The Chinese, living in fear 
of a preem ptive Russian nu­ 
clear strike, w ant to break 
out from their self-imposed 
isolation 
and 
gain 
friends 
and allies in the non-Com- 
munist world. 
Both are therefore court­ 
ing the United States, the 
third nation in the em erging 
triangle of world power.

Com munist Russia are no 
longer the undisputed lead­ 
ers of two rival blocs of n a ­ 
tions, as they were for two 
decades after the defeat of 
Nazi G erm any and Japan. 
It is now a realistic a s ­ 
sumption that global diplo­ 
m acy in the 1970s will be in­ 
fluenced — perhaps 
dom in­ 
ated—largely by the A m er­ 
ican, Russian and Chinese 
triangle—with the new E u ­ 
rope, ultimately united, and 
Jap an always lurking in the 
shadows. 
Indeed, by now it is abun­ 
dantly clear that there will 
be no real peace in South­ 
east Asia or a politically 
tolerable w ay 
out 
in 
the 
Vietnam 
w ar 
without 
the 
consent of Peking and Mos­ 
cow. 
Nor can there be a p e rm a ­ 
nent settlem ent of the Arab- 
Israeli conflict in the Mid­ 
dle E ast without the coop­ 
eration of the two Com m u­ 
nist m ilitary powers. 


It is in recognition of this 
reality that President Nixon, 
ever a pragm atist in foreign 
affairs, 
decided

The President contends, of 
course, that the forthcoming 
journeys to the capitals of 
the two Com munist power 
centers are unrelated and en ­ 
tirely separate m atters. This 
is the usual doubletalk of 
diplomacy. 
There is little doubt that 
the escalating Russian-Chi- 
nese conflict has heightened 
interest in Peking and Mos­ 
cow in improving relations 
with the United States. It 
has also heightened interest 
in 
Washington 
to 
explore 
deeper the antagonism of the 
two Red nations. 
C hina’s 
M arxist-L eninist 
dictatorship is as obnoxious 
and dangerous as R ussia’s. 
The subversion of free so­ 
cieties is still a principle of 
both Com munist regim es. 
However,

Nixon 
and 
his 
foreign 
policy 
adviser 
Henry A. Kissinger see it. 
the Com m unist world is no 
longer a monolithic block. 
Because of the Russian-Chi- 
nese conflict, the “ bloc” is 
now a group of states with 
a com m on doctrine but with 
powerful and conflicting na­ 
tional interests to which the 
United States m ust adjust its 
policies. 
The Com m unist Chinese, 
on their part, seem to have 
reached the conclusion that 
Russian 
im perialism 
is 
a 
greater threat to them than 
A m erican capitalism . Their 
sudden desire to entertain 
President Nixon in Peking 
stem s directly from the ex­ 
plosive 
tension 
developing 


between Russia and China.

These are facts of inter- $; 
national life which no U.S. 
president can afford to ig- $ 
nore. They are likely to influ- 
ence the course of world di- 
plomacy in the next decade. 
And the foreign relations of 
a country cannot rem ain sta- $ 
tic for the simple reason that 
tim e does not stand still. 


Seen in this light, the seat-

ing of the People’s Republic 
of China in the United Na- 
tions—despite the infamous 
expulsion 
of Taiwan — was 
hardly a defeat of the foreign

istration. It was an inevit-
